The  Family  Festival 

The  days  pass  by,  the  weeks  elapse,  the 
months  pile  up  and  the  calendar  comes  full  cir¬ 
cle  once  again  to  the  celebration  of  the 
quintessential  Jewish  holiday  -  Passover. 

We  Jews  are  blessed  indeed  with  a  series  of 
meaningful  festivals  all  through  the  year,  start¬ 
ing  with  the  maje.stic  High  Holy  Days  which 
becken  us  to  look  inward  to  our  souls,  to  the 
color  and  pageantry  of  Sukkot,  through  the 
festivities  of  Hanukkah  and  Purim  and  leading 
to  the  feast  of  feasts  -  Passover.  While  every 
Jewish  festival  is  richly  endowed  with  historical 
significance  and  moral  teachings,  it  is  Passover 
that  combines  all  these  and  adds  yet  another 
precious  ingredient  -  that  of  family  unity,  family 
love  and  family  strength.  The  Seder  is  our  most 
colorful  home  ritual,  ba.sed  as  it  is  on  a  fixed 
order,  but  even  more,  it  converts  the  family 
table  into  a  combination  classroom  and  altar 
where  Judaism  comes  alive  for  young  and  old. 
Families  separated  by  space,  or  .sometimes  by 
friction,  are  brought  together  by  ideas,  by 
ideals,  by  values  which  are  cherished  by  civi¬ 
lized  people  the  world  over. 

In  addition,  Pas.sover  reaches  out  into  wider 
spheres  and  breaks  the  boundaries  of  the  in¬ 
dividual  family,  joining  it  to  the  larger  Jewish 
and  human  family.  This  year  especially  “Let  My 
People  Go”  gains  new  meaning  for  our  fellow 
Jews  of  Ethiopia  who  are  joining  their  larger 
Jewish  family  in  Israel  —  and  what  a  welcome 
they  are  getting!  This  has  been  one  of  Israel’s 
shining  hours  as  the  Israelis  show  the  world  that 
Zionism  really  means  —  not  racism,  but  an  all 
embracing  love  and  understanding  and  a  will¬ 
ingness  to  make  the  Law  of  Return  a  reality. 

May  this  Passover  be  for  all  of  us  a  sea.son 
of  joy  and  love  as  we  celebrate  the  festival  of 
freedom  in  our  own  homes  and  pray  that 
freedom  will  soon  be  the  rightful  lot  of  all  our 
brothers  and  si.sters  wherever  they  be.
